A YEAR'S SHIPPING. | 

The total tonnage entered and 
cloared at this port in 1836 
amounted to 16,515,953 tons, bing 
an increase over 1895 of $83,840. 
Of British tonnage 4,352,546 tons 
entered and 4,375,748 tons clear- 
ed, while of the foreign tonnage 
1,786,795 tons entered and 
1,788,309 cleared. British ton- 
nage, therefore, according to the 
Harbour Master's report for 1&96, 
represented S534; per cent.. and 
foreign tonnage 2155 per cent. 
During the year the increases 
under fags were:—British 555 
per cent. German, 23 per cent; 
Japanese 195 per cent. The 
Japanese tonnage was 80 ships 
aggregating 144.493 tons.

70 Reclamation 
Street a few dsy8 260, and 
attempted [0 intimidate him 
into joining the movement He 
did not comply, because business 
was so bad, end be bad to work 
somehow inorder to ward of 
starvation." ~ . 

In the second case.a& quarrel 
over a debt is said to have been 
the ceuse of the stabbing. A 
man visited 3 sheemaker’s shop 
at the corner of Ningpo and 
Rectamation Streets at about the 
time when the first affray took 
place, and asked that some 

_ monies due to bim be returned 
by two fokis employed in the 
shop. They argued the point, and 
he became so savage about it 
that it was alleged he tock up & 
shoemaker'’s chisel and slashed 
the two men with‘ir, Ore was 
injured in the back, and the other 
inthe arm. Both were removed 
to bospital after the police had 
effected the arrest of the assail- 
ant.

Press representatives were 
yesterday shown round the latest 
additior to the fleet-of the Indo 
China Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, the 8.3.
